Wherevpon when 
I do thinke, it is with me, as it was with Z{#5sha,when 
hee looked vpon Hazael his perſon, and ſawe in his 
countenance his entended crueltie toward the [{ra- 
cl of God, helooked vpon him ſtedfaſtly, till Auzacl 
was aſhamed, andthe man of God wepr, & Hazael 
ſaid;Why weepeth my Lord? Wherevnto the Proe 

hetanſwered, BecauſeI know the evil that thou 
ſhalt doe to the children of Iſrael : for theirſtrong 
Cities ſhalt thou ſeton fire , and their young men 
ſhalt thou ſlaie with the ſword, and ſhalt daſh their 
Infants againſt theſtones, and rent in peeces their 


* women with childe. Then Hazae/faid; Whatisthy 


ſeruanta dog,that I ſhould dothis great thing? And 
Elichaanſwered, The Lord hath thewed mee that 
thou ſhalt be King of Aram. "8 

We hane ftedfaftly looked vpon you, O ye Ro- 
miſh Aramites, more cruel! then Ha3ael, and leſle 
compaſsionate then he,we haue wept ouer your ty» 
rannieas Flisha did, and yearenot aſhamed, as Ha- 
zacl was, the prints of your former cruelties haue

but traces of blood,and (as it were) the blacke face, 
4nd countenance of confuſed deſolation. 

King, Queene, Prince, with all their Royall iſſue, 
the onely remaine of our religious hope, Councel, 
Peeres, and Prophets, the next ſupport of our hap. 

ic eſtate, graue Iudges,and learned ar Lawes, with 
the Knights of the Parliament, and Commds there 
aſſembled, a third pillar bearing vp the kingdome, 
all theſe our honors had gone ina day. Woe vnto vs 
thateuer welinned,to deferue the hazard of fo great 
a iudgement. 

Which once accompliſhed to theirfull,then had 
wefelt (to our wofull experience)how ſpeedily,the 
miſchict wold haueſpred itſelf intothe body & bo- 
wels of all the kingdo, wherin nothing ſhould haue 
bene heard, but rumbling of ſhot, and chrafhing of 
armor, outcries of mothers,and yelling of childten: 
- nothing ſeen but ſacking of cities, burning of towns, 
racing of towers,& walting of the land, with deſtru- 
Rion of parts, and deſolation of the whole : 2uo- 
rum animius meminiſſe horret luttuquerefuzit, And yet 
as all this were nothing, ornot enough, we ſhouſd 
haue ſeene theſe miſcreants, neuer lated with the 
bloud of the Saints, til they had changed ourreligis 
for ſuperſtition, ourknowledge for ignorance, our 
preaching for masſiing, our ſubiedts for Rebels, our 
Councellors for conſpirators, and ſo hauebrought 
vpo vs,and ours : A moſt wofull Sabaoth, whe both 
thelawes of God & man(whichare the finewes of a 
lanRificdſtate) had bene diflolued,and ſilent. | _

Now if any ſhall ſay as Hazae/ did, Am Ia dog, 
that 1 ſhall dothss great emil ? I anſwere with Eliſha, 
though in differing tearmes, yet in cquall ſenſe, The 
Lord hath told me, & experiece hath made it good, 
that where Romish Hazael is King , there is cruel» 
tic. 

Fraterno primi maduerunt ſanzuine muri.The firſt 
walles of Rome were laidein blood , and euer ſince 
they haue bene ſymonted with ſuch morter, as is 
euident,by the ten cruel perſecutions of Emperors, 
inthe firſt 300. yeares after Chriſt,and by the cruel» 
tie of Popes cuer lithence, wherein Emperors haue 
bene Dogges to bite, but Popes haue bene diuelsto 
deuoure, and make hauocke of Gods Saints, nay 
worle then diuels, and moreaudatious, according 
to that, Non audet ftigins Pluto tentare , quod audetef- 
franis Monachus , plenaque frauds Anus, Vnbrides 

led Monke dare vndergoe, what diuel himſclfe hee 
darenot do. 

And here might Iſcaſonably taxe the perpetuall 
hatred,and intollerable crueltic of that Roman An- 
tichriſt, toward the profeſſors of Godstruth and Re- 
ligion, ofwhomlT may truly ſay, as the Prophet did 

of the Babilonians,that they are and euer haue bene 
a people vilein name,and ſore in affliction. 

Grauesare pregnant, and would bring foorth
